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MEMORANDUM FOR: Director of Central Intelligence 


SUBJECT 


Proposed DCID to Establish a 
USIB Security Committee 


1, This memorandum contains a recommendation submitted for 
DCI approval. Such recommendation is contained in paragraph (11}, 

2, The publication of the 15 September 1958 revision of NSCID 
No, 1 (New Series) places certain responsibilities in the security 
field upon the DCI and the USIB, Sincp there is neither a committee 
within USIB nor a regularly constituted inter-Agency medium through 
which actions might be initiated, it appears necessary that a mechanism 
be established for this purpose, 

3, In view of the increased emphasis upon the protection of in- 
telligence and intelligence sources and methods from unauthorized dis- 
closure, it must be assumed that both the DCI and the USIB will review 
present directives and may initiate action for the further development 
of policies, procedures, and practices to provide the necessary safe- 
guards for the protection of community intelligence, 

4, The security responsibilities under NSCID No, 1 are as follows: 

FOR THE USIB 


a. In Section 2 paragraph a (5) the USIB shall 
"Develop and review security standards and 
practices as they relate to the protection of 
intelligence and of intelligence sources and 
methods from unauthorized disclosure,” 


b. 


FOR THE MEMBER DEPARTMENTS 
AND AGENCIES 


In Section (5), "Each department and agency, 
however, shall remain responsible for the 
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protection of intelligence and of intelligence 
sources and methods within its Own organi- 
zation, JEIach shall also establish appropriate 
internal policies and procedures to prevent 
the unauthorized disclosure from within that 
agency of intelligence information or activity", 

FOR THE DIRECTOR OF CENTRAL. 

INTELLIGENCE 


c. In Section (5) "The Director of Central 

Intelligence, with the assistance and support 
of the members of the U.S, Intelligence Board, 
shall ensure the development of policies and 
procedures for the protection of intelligence 
and of intelligence sources and methods from 
unauthorized disclosure". 

In addition to the above the Director has been 
given a special responsibility as followssl'The 
Director of Centrall Intelligence shall call upon 
the departments and agencies, as appropriate, 
to investigate within their department or agency 
any vinauthorized disclosure of intelligence or of 
intelligence sources Or methods, A report of 
these investigations, including corrective measures 
taken or recommended within the departments and 
agencies involved, shall be transmitted to the 
Director of Central Intelligence for review and 
such further action as may be appropriate, in- 
cluding reports to the National Security Council 
or the President", 

5, These responsibilities will require a continuing review of security 
practices and procedures by both the USIB and the member departments 
and agencies. In this regard Executive Order 10501, effective December 5, 
1953, sets the minimum standards for the safeguarding of classified 
defense information and thus provides uniformity in the basic procedures 
among the departments and agencies of government. Most departments 
and agencies in the intelligence community have supplemented Executive 
Order 10501 with additional internal control procedures, particularly 
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where intelligence and special source material is involved. These 
supplemental controls have usually been instituted on the basis of 
security requirements peculiar to the department or agency con- 
cerned and not necessarily on the basis of a security problem 
common to the intelligence community, 

6, There is no present authorized committee within the intelligence 
community to deal with security matters relating to the overall protec- 
tion of intelligence and of intelligence sources and methods from un- 
authorized disclosure and the development of uniformity where appropriate 
in security procedures. The lAC did not have a committee for security 
matters of this nature. The USCIB did have a special committee on 
Comint Personnel Security Standards but this committee has been in- 
operative for the past two years. There was also an established USCIB 
Security Committee (USCIB SECCOMJ largely concerned with procedural 
matters, however, this committee, since the formation of USIB, has 
been inoperative and there is no security committee in USIB to which 

its functions can logically be assigned, NSCID No, 6 provides in con- 
formity with Section (2) NSCID No, 1 that the USIB shall study standards 
and practices of the departments and agencies in protecting Comintj 
and determine the degree and type of security protection to be given 
E.LINT activities. 

Security directives carried over from the lAC and the USCIB which 
are currently in effect are DCID No, 11/1, Control of Initial Informa- 
tion Regarding Foreign Nuclear Explosions, DCID No, 11/2 Control of 
Dissemination and Use of Intelligence and Intelligence Information, and 
USCIB No, 5 Standards and Practices for Clearance of Personnel for 
Comint, 

The continuous review of security directives and concern with over- 
all security matters affecting the intelligence community must necessarily 
be provided for by the USIB to carry out its responsibilities, 

7, In the past several years there have been serious unauthorized 
disclosures of intelligence and intelligence sources and methods. The 
investigations of these unauthorized disclosures have been carried out 
under difficult circumstances by the informal cooperative efforts of the 
security officers in the affected agencies and departments through their 
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normal security cdiannels. The informality of this system has retarded 
the investigative function in that there was no established central coordi- 
nating point to channel the investigative activities and exchange timely 
investigative leads and information. The results of these investigations 
revealed several violations of existing security regulations but more 
importantly, revealed certain weaknesses in the security systems of 
the intelligence community in the dissemination and the handling of in- 
telligence information. Certain corrective recommendations resulted 
from these investigations but there was no single committee or mechanism 
by which action on these corrective measures could be taken on an over- 
all community basis, 

8, It is felt that there are more unauthorized disclosures of infor- 
mation than is apparent to the intelligence community and some of these 
are accordingly never reported and investigated. The intricacies of the 
intelligence community structure with its specialized committees and 
special channels of information have aggravated this problem. The 
discovery of a possible uilauthorized disclosure is frequently discerned 
by those intelligence officers dealing with substantive intelligence in- 
formation who recognize their information in unauthorized hands. Often 
these suspicions are not immediately forwarded to the professional 
security officers who must take investigative action. The wide spread 
and timely exchange of information in the intelligence community makes 
it impossible to readily identify, in situations involving an unauthorized 
disclosure, those departments and agencies involved, as all have been 
recipients of the identical piece of intelligence information^ In the 
absence of a system for the x*eporting of suspected violations on a com- 
munity basis, much valuable time is lost from the investigative stand- 
point in determining the principal agencies involved and organizing the 
informal liaison contacts in order to pursue a mutual investigative 
effort. Lacking a clearly defined procedure on a community level, 
there is certain resultant confusion and duplication of effort. In 
circumstances where the violation is suspected but not evident and 
no department appears to have primary responsibility or interest, 
there is a natural hesitation in the intelligence community to suggest 
through liaison channels that the violation may have occurred in another 
department,: Accordingly, inaction is likely to be the final result. 
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9, In view of the rapid developments in the intelligence complex 
and frequent adjustments in the organizational structure to meet these 
changes, the security practices and procedures to be effective must 
be kept under constant review, "Weaknesses that are permitted to 
develop in the security system will sooner or later lead to un- 
authorized disclosures and the resultant investigations will generally 
reveal these weaknesses. Failure to eliminate the weaknesses on a 
community level will merely compound the security problems involved. 
The individual security Officers of the member departments and agencies 
cannot solve these problems by Unilateral action but should have a 
committee mechanism whereby the security officers can focalize their 
mutual problems and more effectively develop and coordinate corrective 
actions, 

10, It is, therefore, proposed that a USIB committee composed 
of the responsible security officers of the member departments and 
agencies be established to act upon the security responsibilities estab- 
lished for USIB tmder NSCU) No, 1 and to serve as a support mechanism 
when requested, to the Director of Central Intelligence in the exercise 
of his special responsibilities set forth in Section 5 of NSCID No, 1. 

11, It is recommended that the attached proposed DCID be sub- 
mitted to the USIB for approval.

MEMORANDUM FOR: Executive Officer, O/DCI 
SUBJECT : Proposed USIB Security Committee 


1. Attached is the memorandum from General Truscott to 
the Director, dated 21 January, and the memorandum to the Director 
from the Director of Security, dated 5 November 1958, attaching the 
proposed DCID on a security committee. I take an exceedingly dim 
view of the fact that this memorandum and the proposed directive 
have been circulating approximately three months and were never 
called to the attention of this office. Not only is the subject a matter 
of interest to this office, but it directly relates to our work, I recog- 
nize of course that the original fault is with the Office of Security 

for having prepared a concurrence sheet which called for the signatures 
of the four deputies but not the Inspector General. It is my opinion, 
based upon what the Director has said both internally and externally, 
that matters of a general nature such as this affecting the over -all 
work of the agency are properly within the purview of thisdfice. 
Consequently I think the Inspector General's name should be included 
for concurrence. Further, I would point out that there have been 
several instances lately where matters of direct interest to this staff 
have only inadvertently come to my attention, and I would assxime 
that there are other matters of interest which have failed to come to 
our attention. 

2. As far as the substance of the proposal is concerned, I 
concur in the proposed directive and believe that it will not conflict 
with other established committees dealing with security matters 

as long as its charter is specifically restricted to section 5, NSCID-1. 

I also reiterate my oral suggestion made at the deputies me eting on 
27 January that in presenting this to USIB the Director call to the 
attention of the Board the memorandiom from Gordon Gray on the 
subject, dated 26 September 1958.

SUBJECT 


Proposed USIB Security Committee 


1» This memorandum contains a suggested cot^e of action with 
respect to tabling a proposed DCID at a futxure USIb meeting. This 
suggestion Is contained in paragraph 2. 

2. A succession of recent disclosures jeopardizing sources 
and methods clearly indicates a need for a security cconmlttee 
such as Eduards recommends in his memorandum attached hereto. 

Since there Is no such ccmmlttee in existence to propose such 
Terms of Reference, 1 suggest that the best procedure vould be 
for you to table the proposed DCID at an early USIB meeting with 
an oral statement 

(a) pointing out the lack of such a committee 
at the present time and emphasizing the lo^rtant 
assistance such a committee might render; 

(b) suggesting that the Board members and their 
staffs study the draft proposal; 

(c) invite sttggestlons and indicate the availability 
of Shef Edwards and his staff and other CIA offices for 
consultation; and 

(d) consideration for approval at a meeting about 
two weeks hence.

11, ft is recommended that the attached propmed DCIB be sub- 
mitted to the CISIB for ap|sroval .

i . TMe memoraadum coataias a recommendation eubmitted for 
DCl approval . Such recomisvendation ie cmdained is paragraph {ll). 

2. The publication the 15 September 155S revielon of KSCID 
No. 1 (Hew Seriea) places certain reaponaibilitiee in the aeenrity 
field upon the DCl and the UMB. Since there ie neither a committee 
within USIB nor a regularly c ona tit uted inter -Agency medium through 
which actions might be initiated, it appears necessary that a mechanism 
be established for this purpose. 

3 . In view of the increased emphasis upon the protection In- 
telligence and intelligence sources and methods from unauthorized dis- 
closure) it must be assmned that both the DCl end the USIB will review 
present directives and may initiate action for the farther development 
of policies, procedures, and practices to provide the necessary safe- 
guards for the protection of community inteitigence . 

4. The security respcmsibilities under MBSCID No. 1 are as follows: 

FOR THE tBIIB 

a. in Section 2 paragraph a (5) the USIB shall 
Develop and review seeurUy etaadards and 

practices as they relate to tins protection of 
ix^eliigence and of mtelligeime scmrces and 
methods from unauthor izsd dtoclosmre.'^ 

b. FOR THE MEMBER DEPARTMENTS 

AND AGENCIES 


In Section (5), "Each department and agency, 
however, shall remain responsible for the

c . la Sectitm (S| "The l^reetor el C^ei^ral 

iatcdligance, with the assistaoee and support 
of the mmnbrnTm of the 9.S. Intelligence Board, 
shall rasure the developmeM of pedicles and 
procedures the protection of hdelligeace 
and of intelligence soorcee and methods from 
onanthorized disclosure". 

In addition to the above the IMrector has been 
given a special responsibility as fellows; "The 
Director of Central Intelligence shall call upon 
the departments and agencies , as appropriate , 
to investigate within their department or agency 
any unauthorised dlsdoeure of totelUgeace or of 
isdelllgence eources or methods . A report of 
these inveetigations , including corrective maaeures 
tahea or recommended within the dejM^rtmeids and 
agencies involved, shall be transmitted to the 
IMrector of Central Intelligence for review and 
such further action as may bei^propriate, in- 
cluding reports to the National Security Council 
or the President'' . 

S. These responsibilities will require a continuing review of security 
practices and procedures by both the I7S1B mid the member departments 
at»i agencies, in this regard Executive Order 105»01, effective Ihecember §, 
19S3, sets the minimum standards for the safeguarding of classified 
defense information and thus provides uniformity in the basic prm:edure3 
among tlw departments and agencies si government . Most departments 
and agencies in the intelligence community have supplemented Executive 
Order IdSOl with additional internal centred procedures, particularly

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where ijottelligexice aad special soarce material is iavolved. These 
supptemeaCai coMrols haire usoally beea iaatituted on the i»asia of 
security reqtiireme&ts peculiar to the departmeat or ageucy con* 
cerued aad ae^ aecessarily on the basts of a security problem 
commoa to the iatelltgeaec eomrnvmity. 

It. There is ao jureseat authorized committee withia the iidelligeuce 
commaaity to deal with security mmters relatiag to the <arerali protec - 
ticHt of hiteUigeace and of tirtelligeace sourcee aad methods from ua- 
aatherised disclosure aad the developmeat of uniformity where appropriate 
ia security procedures . The lAC did aot hare a committee for security 
matters of this aature. The USCIB did have a special cmamittee on 
Ccm^at Persmmei Security Standards but this committee has been in* 
operative for the past two years . There was also an established USCIB 
Security Committee (U3CIB 5ECCOM)! largely cmaceraed with procedural 
matters, however, this con»:dttee, since the formation of USIB, has 
boon inoperative and there is no security committee in USIB to which 
its functions can logically be assig:»ed. Ho. b provides ia con* 

fm'm^ with Section (2) HSOD Ho. I that the USIB shaU study standards 
and practices of the defmrtments and agencies in protecting Comint: 
and determine the degree and type of security protection to be given 
EI.IHT activities . 

Security directives carried over from the lAC and the USCIB whic h 
are currency in effecc are OCID Mo. il/l, Ccmtrol of Initial Inferma* 
timt Regard]^ Foreign Nuclear Eapioskms, DCUD Ho. 11/2 Cwtrol of 
IHssemlaatlon and Use ^ latelligeace and li^Uigence Information, and 
USCIB Ho. S Standards and JPractlces for Qloarance of Personnel for 
Comint. 

The coi^inuous review of security directives and concern with over* 
all security ntmttere affeetiz^ the ialelligence community must necessarily 
be prowiited for by the USCB to carry out its res pzmsibillties. 

7 . ht the past several years there have been serioM unaidhoriaee 
disclosures of intelligence and int«ll%ence sources and methoehi . The 
investigaticms o€ these unauthorised disclosures t^ve been carried out 
under difficult circumstances by the informal cooperative efforts of the 
security officers ia the affected agencies and departments through their 
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BorinAl »ecurity ciiannels . The informality of this system has retarded 
the iavsstigativs foaetloa ia thar there eras ao estahiished csatral coordi- 
aatiag point to chaaael the lavestigative activities aad erchaage timely 
iavsstigatlve leads aad iaformad;ioa. The results of these lavestigatimis 
revealed several vioiatioas of eaistiag secarily regulatiomi but more 
importantly, revealed certain weakaesses ia the security systems of 
the iateliigeace community in the dis semination and the handling of in» 
telligence information^ Certain corrective recommendations resulted 
from these iaveatigations but there was no single committee or mechanism 
by which action on these corrective measures ca>uld be taken iwa an over- 
all commuaity basis . 

8. ft is felt that there are more aaauthorised disclosures of infor- 
m^ioB fehaa is apparent to the iateliigeace community and some of these 
are accordingly never reported aad investigated. The intricacies of the 
ii^Iligence community structure with its speciaUsed committees and 
special c han nsl s of iaformation itavs aggravated this problem. The 
discovery of a possible unauthorised diselosure is frequeasdly discerned 
by those intelligencs (^fiesrs dealing with sabstantlve intelligence in- 
foraetation who recognise their inf ormation in unaifthorised hands . Often 
these suspicitms are aot immediately forvmrdsd to the prcdsssional 
security officers who must take investigative action. The wide spread 
aad tim<^y eachange of information in the Iateliigeace commuaity iuakes 
it impossible to readily identify, in situMlcM involving an unauthorised 
disclosure, those departmeifts and ageacles involved, as all have been 
recipients of the idezftlcal piece of iateliigeace informatioa. Ia the 
alMsace &£ a system for the reporting of suspected viedatioas oa a com- 
muaity Imsis, much valuable time is lost from the investigative staad- 
pfd^ la determiaiag the jnrinclpal agencies involved aad organising the 
iaformal liaisoa contacts in order to pursue a mutual Investigative 
effort. Lacking a clearly dsfined procedure oa a community level, 
there is certain resulUnt cenfiiuiiuB and du{dieation <a effort. In 
circumstances where tiM violation is sospectsd but not evident and 
no departmeift appears to have priaaary responsibility or interest, 
there is a nature hesitation in the intelligence commuaity to suggest 
through liaison channels that the violation may have occurred in another 
department. Accordingly, iaaction is likely to be the final result. 
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9 • Stt vimw of tla« rmj^ developtuieMs ia the ii^elllgeace comidex 
aod fr«4{tieat ad^aatmenta in the orgaaixatloaal atracture to meet these 
cheagea, the aecurity practices a4Kl procedar ea to be effective must 
be kept aader ctmataid review. iVeakaesaea that are permitted, to 
develop ia the security ayatem will aositier or later lead to an- 
authoriaed diecloaorea aad the reaultaat iuveatigatie«aB will geuerally 
reveal these weakaeaaea. Failure to elimiaate the weakaeaeea o& a 
eomnumity level will merely compound the eecarity prcdilems involved. 
The individual eecarity cdiicera of the member departments and agencies 
cannot solve these problems by aailateral actlcm bat should have a 
committee mechanism whereby tiie security officers can focalise their 
mutual problems and more effectively develop and coordinate corrective 
actlojos . 

10. It is, therefore, proposed that a USIB commi^ee composed 
of the reeponslble security officers of the member departments and 
ageacies be established to act upcm the security responsibilities estab- 
lished for tJSMB under NSCIB No. 1 and to serve as a airport mechanism 
when requested, to the Director ^ Central Inlelligence in the exercise 
of his special responsibilities set forth in lection S of HSCID No. 1 . 

11 . It is recommended that the attached proposed DCID be sub- 
mitted to the USJEB for approval.

i * Composition and Organ isation 

The committee shall be known as the Security Committee and 
shall iaeltnle representatives of the USIB agem:ies . it is exacted that 
the responsible secur^y officers of the mensber departments and agencies 
of ©SIB wUl serve as the represeidatives on the committee. Other 
agencies of t^ government may be invited by the comml^ee to participate 
as appropriate. The CIA member will chair the committee. 

2 . Mission 


The mlMimt of the committee shall be to promote meam> by which 
the iateUigence community may prevent the unauthorised disclosure of 
intelligence and of intelligence sources and methods . 

3 Functions 

a) To develop and review secur^ standards, practices and 
procedsres ae they relate to the protectiem of imeliigence and of 
intelligence sources ami methods from unauthorised disclosure . 

b) To Msist. as requested, the JDirector of Central IntclUgeace 
ia the exercise of his responsibilities pursuant to Section 5, Bi^CU> 
No. 1 . 

c) To recommend security policy to the T351B as It pertains 
to the iMelligeace community. Such policy recommendations 
shall be corasemant. however, with the respoasibiUty of each 
departmeid and ageimy for the protection of intelligence and M 
intelligence sources and methods within its own organization and 
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til* of appropriate ister&ai policies aad procedures 

to prevexd tiie unauthorized diecloaiire from within that depart- 
ment amd agency of tirteUlgence InlornM^en or activity. 

d> The cozzunittee sltt.U make reports to the C^IB as may oe 
aj^ropriate or requested. 
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
